And if you want 
fo know if your name 
was used in an editorial 
piece during the year, 
just look up your name. 
Page numbers after 
each reference follow 
standard index protocol 
and refer to the begin- 
ning page of the col- 
umn or article, not 
necessarily the page on 
which the reference 


appears.
